ulation of 600.000 has left Goa 
to work in British India or else- 
where, partly because there is 
not enough food for all Goans 
for more than eight months 
of theyear, but mostly because 
it is impossible for them all to 
make a living here. Other 
than farming and fishing and 
shopkeeping, there isn’t much 
a man can do in the way of 
work, ’ 

In fact all that keeps Goa 
from going broke is the port 
of Mormugio, one of the good 
harbors along India’s 1,500- 
mile west coast. This port is so 
busy that Goa operates more 
like a revolving door than a 

puntry, with goods being un- 
loaded from ships and sent 
into British India over the one 
and only railroad route, and 
more goods coming in from 
British India to be loaded 
aboard the outgoing ships. By 
taxing everything as it comes 
through in both directions, 
Goa is able with very little ef- 
fort to collect enough rupees 
each year to make up half of 
its total annual revenue. 

Not everybody can get jobs 
in customs, of course, but the 
port provides another profit- 
able occupation. This is the 
sale of Swiss watches, Ameri- 
can fountain pens and cigaret 
lighters, Scotch whisky and 
other such items, all of which 
are scarce or unobtainable in 
the shops of neighboring Brit- 
ish India, where stiff import 
restrictions are maintained. 
‘Thereare Swiss watch shops all 
over Goa, liquor shops carry all 
the leading brands of Scotch, 
and fountain pens seem to be 
on sale everywhere but in the 
post office. “Enough Swiss 
watches have been brought in- 
to Goa in the last three years,” 
one merchant says, “to allow 
everybody in Goa to have one, 
if not two: "Actually only one 
Goan in a thousand has the 
price of such a timepiece, or 
even a fountain pen or bottle 
of Scotch. Most of these luxury 
items find their way into India 
through black-market channels, 
where they are sold for two 
or three times the price in Goa.

LIFE’S REPORTS continues 


Since the working day here 
usually begins at II and ends 
somewhere around 3, Goans 
have a lot of time for extra- 
curricular activity. They shud- 
der at the thought of such 
rigorous games as tennis, golf 
or swimming, and by all odds 
their favorite pastime is tip- 

ling. They are, in fact, the 
eaviest drinkers on the whole 
Indian subcontinent and, per- 
haps, in the Far East. No 
sooner does a Goan tot leave 
its mother’s breast than it is 
put on a diet which includes 
cashew or coconut liqueurs, 
supposed to be possessed of 
great health-giving qualities, 
One taste of this potent fire- 
water makes an uninitiated 
adult want to turn to a nice, 
mild, 180-proof whisky as a 
chaser. The local liqueur is s0 
much a part of the average 
Goan’s diet that landlords are 
required to provide it along 
with meals to those who work 
in their rice paddies. There 
are more than 4,000 licensed 
stills, or one for about every 
150 people, including babies. 
Licensed liquor shops are al- 
most as prevalent. 

Besides this booming con- 
sumption of local brew, Goa 
caters to the more expensive 
drinking habits of its middle 
and upper classes by import- 
ing all kinds of British, Ameri- 
can, French, Italian and Portu- 
guese wines, liquors and beers. 
Among the bourgeoisie, brandy 
is the most popular drink. A 
middle-class Goan will have a 
nip or two before work begins 
in the morning, several more 
before lunch and still more be- 
fore dinner. During meals the 
wines make their appearance, 
and in those few hours between 
wines and brandy there is al- 
ways cool beer to slake the 
thirst. A modest estimate of 
the average consumption of all 
alcoholic beverages in Goa 
comes to six quarts a year 
for every man, woman and 
child, a figure which tops the 
last available French average 
by a good couple of bottles.

LIFE’S REPORTS continueo 


Except for faint alarm at the 
rumblings of Indian national- 
ism, hardly anybody in Goa 
cares much about what goes on 
in the brash, noisy and hurried 
outside world. The five news- 
papers here fill their columns 
with government press re- 
leases, rambling essays on life 
and literature by local Addi- 
sons and Steeles and reprints 
of articles and several-days-old 
news dispatches lifted bodily 
from the Indian press with no 
hint as to their source. Few 
Goans bother even to glance at 
these papers because they are 
printed in Portuguese, a lan- 
guage which 92% of the people 
can’t speak, much less read. 
The language which all Goans 
speak is Konkani, an ancient 
Indian dialect whose use the 
Portuguese for centuries have 
tried to discourage. The sup- 
pression of newspapers print- 
ed in Konkani is part of what 
the government calls its “cul- 
tural campaign.” To be cer- 
tain that no other subversive 
reading matter reaches the 
people, the government cen- 
sors not only the five existing 
papers but also wedding invi- 
tations and the Mimeographed 
summary in Portuguese of the 
plots of American movies 
which play here. “No one 
knows,” whispers the man in 
charge of this censoring, 
"what could creep into a wed- 
ding invitation.” 

Goa also boasts a radio sta- 
tion which goes on the air for 
two hours a week. This brief 
program is devoted to a read- 
ing of well-aged news, record- 
ed music and a lengthy plea 
for more records, all for the 
benefit of the few dozen capi- 
talists who own radio sets. The 
station’s directors hada chance 
to compute its own Crossley 
Rating not long ago when the 
station suspended operations 
for a few weeks to undergo re- 
pairs. There wasn’t a single 
complaint. 


Although they haven’t suc- 
ceeded in teaching the Portu- 
guese language to the people at 
large, Goa’s rulers have man- 
aged to convert 40% of the 
people to Christianity from 
Hinduism, which still has a ma- 
jority. This conversion was be- 
gun when the Portuguese first 
arrived here in the 16th Cen- 
tury. In changing religion, 
however, the Goans for some 
inscrutable Oriental reason 
neglected to drop the Hindu 
caste system. The result is that 
although they are devout Ro- 
man Catholics, wear Western 
clothes and have Portuguese 
names, a merchant's son will

On Noy. 5 a new political era began in the U. S. 
In the election that day the Republican Party cap- 
tured the House of Representatives, the Senate and 
two new governorships. They immobilized strong 
ig-city Democratic machines in Chicago, Jersey 
City and Kansas City, and won over a good part 
of the labor vote which the P.A.C. leaders had tried 
hard to deliver to the Democrats. Thus in a single, 
sweeping counterattack they practically drove the 
Democratic party back to its old defensive posi- 
tion below the Mason-Dixon line—leaving Pres- 
ident Truman a lonely hostage in Washington. 


‘The Republican victory was so tremendous as to 
leave almost no doubt that the Democrats cannot 
make a comeback on the national scale until the 
next great shift in public opinion. For the next 
two years the Republicans, subject only to presi- 
dential veto, will call the turn on the nation’s laws, 
taxes, budget, foreign policy and military expendi- 
tures. In 1948, barring unforeseeable political ac- 
cident, they will elect a new president and take 
over full responsibility for administering the laws. 

One presidential hopeful who emerged strong- 
er than ever last week was New York’s Governor 


Thomas E. Dewey (above). Dewey, cool, uncom- 
promisingly efficient, is more respected than liked 
by his party, which nominated him for President 
in 1944 chiefly because the Gallup poll placed him 
head and shoulders above all other candidates. As 
a once-defeated nominee, he is handicapped by tra- 
dition, for the Republican Party has never renom- 
inated a beaten candidate. But last week his vot- 
ers re-elected him by the greatest majority ever giv- 
en a New York governor, thus making him even 
more aman to reckon with, For men whom Dewey 
himself will have to reckon with, turn the page. 
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HAROLD STASSEN, only 39, a one-time governor of Minnesota, is an unconven- 
tional politician who got his start by upsetting his state’s old-line Republicans and has 
since led the Republi jernationalist wing. A long shot, Stassen’s chief 
strength lies among whom he has helped to elect in many districts.

THE GROWING TIDE OF REPUBLICANISM HAS CARRIED 
THESE MEN TO CHAIRMANSHIPS OF HOUSE COMMITTEES 


The tides of Republican power in Congress have 
fallen on presidential elections and, as the charts at 
right show, have risen on the off years. This time 
the off-year election put the Republicans over the 
top. For the next two years they will run things on 
Capitol Hill pretty much the way they see fit, most- 
ly because the chairmen of all the important con- 
gressional committees will be members of the 
Republican party. 

By tradition the chairman of a congressional com- 
mittee is the senior member of the reigning party on 
that committee. No matter which party is in power 
this arrangement necessarily provides the nation 
with a strange assortment of good and bad chair- 
men, as is evidenced by the Republicans shown on 
these pages. Following this tradition, one of the first 
things that will happen when the 80th Congress con- 
venes next January will be a complete reshuffling in 
which these men assume their new positions.

This will end all priorities, allocations, the War Labor 
Board and jan Production Administration, and will reduce the President’s 
power to intervene in labor disputes. 

3. OF labor laws will be amended to cut the power of union leaders. 
Most likely are amendments making unions financi ible for breach 
of contract, permitting employers to fire wildcat strikers and prohibiting 
strikes against “essential services” like power and transportation. 

4. The idea that the government can create prosperity by manipulating in- 
dustry to guarantee “a job for everybody who as embodied in 
Franklin Roosevelt’s original Full Employment Bill, will be abandoned. So will 
the theory that government can raise living standards by increasing the min- 
imum legal wage. Instead the burden of prosperity and better living standards 
will be shifted back to the nation’s inventors, engineers and business managers.

TRAVELERS” TRAVAIL 


IT’S AN ORDEAL, AND IT WILL BE UNTIL AIR AND RAIL MANAGEMENTS REALLY UNCORK 


Probably the best and surely the kindest ad- 
vice that can be given to anybody about to 
make a trip in the U.S. these days is “don’t.” 
Equipment was never worse, service more ex- 
pensive and old-fashioned courtesy so scanty as 
now. Reservations frequently turn out to be 
scraps of paper, and to get a hotel room you 
must know the grip or be related to the man- 
ager. Every waiting room, every lobby echoes 
with the wails of the bedeviled. 

Ears are bent with stories like that of the 
honeymoon couple who thought it would be ro- 
mantic to fly from New York to San Francisco 
and back, After an incredible, but not unusual, 
series of late planes, cancelations and lost bag- 
gage they arrived in Cleveland. A notice told 
them the plane for their last lap was delayed 
“indefinitely.” No further report, or even kind 
word, forthcoming, they telephoned New York 
at their own expense. They learned their plane 
was grounded in a Wyoming storm and its ar- 
rival was indeed indefinite. At this point they 

ve up and decided to finish their trip by rail. 
‘They obtained a reservation but arrived in their 
car to discover their berth sold to and occupied 
by a couple that had boarded the train at Co- 
lumbus! 


Time to Spare? 


That's how it goes on the airlines and rail- 
roads. Of course it is true that when the air- 
lines are really clicking with firm reservations, 
when the air is placid and the plane new, then 
flying is swift and even a reasonable amount of 
fun. But even at its best, air travel in 1946 has 
drawbacks. A New Yorker who has ordered his 
ticket some weeks in advance may rise early on 
a bright morning, hasten to the airport confi- 
dently expecting to have almost a full business 
day in Washington. He may depart on sched- 
ule, wing south with the heart of a bird, sight 
the top of Washington Monument and then 
half an hour later find himself in Philadelphia. 
A little fog puts him on a slow train and he 
loses most of the day. 

Passenger terminals are a shambles, over- 
crowded, scantily supplied with chairs, food fa- 
cilities poor. Chicago is the worst, Washington 
the best. While this is the fault of the munici- 
palities, the airlines exert little effort to make 
even temporary improvements. 

What the airlines need is more of everything, 
from telephones to handle the calls now inun- 
dating their switchboards to superplanes for 
carrying the multitudes now straining to thrust 
bills of large denomination into their hands. 
‘The 1946 air passenger miles will wind up just 
about double those of last year and nearly oat 
times those of 1939. Among other things this 
poses an acute safety problem. Congress should 
have appropriated money and the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority should have installed, long 
before this, the instrument landing and ground- 
control approach systems required for regular 
and safe operations in unfavorable weather. But 
airline managements cannot just wait for Uncle 
Sam to solve all their problems. They have to 
get a move on. Otherwise they will never live 
down that new slogan, “If you have time to 
spare, go by air.” 

Pullmans are full of disgruntled former air- 
line customers. The rails, with their relative re- 
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liability, are in position to score, especially on 
short trips and on those many vital runs that 
can be made overnight. Although even the crack 
20th Century and the Broadway Limited have 
been able to cut only four hours from their 
New York to Chicago running time in the last 44 
years, some strides have been taken in comfort. 

Roomettes and bedrooms are an improve- 
ment and the social life of the club car isa little 
more civilized than the Pullman smoker of 
American folklore. The special children’s play 
cars, movie cars, rolling (and probably rocking) 
nightclub cars, ete. look attractive but so far 
appear only in the advertisements. For the aver- 
age U.S. trip (except on supertrains) the time- 
table, and the equipment, is much as it was 20 
years ago. Robert R. Young, chairman of the 
board of the Chesapeake & Ohio and a contro- 
versial hell-raiser for rail modernization, alleges 
that the average age for the nation’s sleeping 
cars is almost 22 years and that less than 9% 
are of the new lightweight type. 


Where Are Those Streamliners? 


So the bulk of U.S, travelers still cram them- 
behind the familiar green baize curtains, 
missing a few buttons after all these years, and 
still find the berths too short, the mattresses 
too thin. If the man in the next upper is not 
snoring too loudly for anybody near him to 
sleep, the engineer is taking out his personal 
spite at Harry Truman by busaping the heads of 
innocent travelers. 

The new streamlined coaches have reclining 
seats, lights that do not stab the eyes or pre- 
clude reading. They have springs and even 
round wheels. There is not much wrong with 
them except their scarcit! 

When it comes to commuting, words are hard. 
The oldest cars and locomotives are used and— 
it must be by Gargantuan effort—kept rolling. 
Cars are left out in the hot sun all summer and 
in the frigid wind all winter, and so in cruel re- 
versal of the aims of air conditioning they 
double for a Turkish bath and an icebox at pre- 
cisely the wrong times of the year. The ai 
normally almost as bad as that of subway: 
What commuters want, if the railroads don’t 
know, are streamlined coaches, air conditioning 
and speeds doubled. Progress in commuting 
services stopped about 1908, and it is about time 
they caught up. 

Criticism is an old story to the rail proprie- 
tors. They heard it in the early 1930s when buses 
and automobiles started taking their traffic 
away. The rails were urged to compete by offer- 
ing improved trains and lower fares. Some 
heeded the advice. Budd of the Burlington and 
Harriman of the Union Pacific inaugurated the 
streamliners, which in addition to dramatic dé- 
cor cut timetables a third and sometimes a half. 
By most accounts such trains paid off financial- 
ly. Certainly they attracted new customers and 
brought new prestige to the railroads. But even 
so, no wholesale modernization of the rails came 
during the depression. 

This meant that the railroads were caught 
short by the war. They surprised everybody, in- 
cluding themselves, by actually carrying 90% 
of the military tonnage and 97% of the grou 
of organized personnel. The rails had ans 
scared at several points and certainly there were 


loud complaints, but they did deliver. Their 
goodwill has seldom been higher than it was at 
the end of the war. But it would be a calamity if 
their war record should encourage any railroad- 
man to feel that the old rolling stock is best, 
that talk of modernization is hokum, that the 
rails are all right as they are. 


“Make No Little Plans” 


A major part of the big idea in America, one 
of the things that has given us the old upward 
and onward feeling, has been a willingness, even 
eagerness, to tear down an old building and put 
up a bigger and better one. Whenever industry 
has become proud of the vintage of its machin- 
ery it has languished out of business or been 
laughed out. And for many years—the years of 
the Empire Builders—the railroads were leaders 
in this philosophy. 

No one would expect that within 16 months 
of the end of the war the rails would blossom 
with hundreds of new streamliners or that the 
airlines would have all the radar and other 
equipment required for all-weather flights. The 
story on materials needs no elaboration, and 
when even $10,000-a-year pilots strike, man- 
agement assuredly has its problems. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has been slow in 
giving the rails a freight-rate increase to offset 
the higher wage scales awarded last June. As a 
consequence the rails are showing losses, al- 
though their cash position, after the depres- 
sion, reorganizations and war profits, is still 
good, 

On balance, it seems fair to say that neither 
the airlines nor the rails are really cooking over 
a large jet. They are not heeding the advice of 
D. H. Burnham: "Make no little plans; they 
have no magic to stir men’s blood.” An indica- 
tion of this is found in the orders being placed 
for new passenger cars. While 65% of the 
40,000 cars owned by U. S. railroads are more 
than 20 years old and most of the 10,000 Pull- 
mans are outmoded, up to last month onl; 
2,394. new cars had been ordered by the rail- 
roads and only 700 by Pullman. Timidity seems 
to be at the throttle of U.S. railroads. 

The ill consequences of this situation will not 
be confined to the convenience of travelers. 
The danger is that this sort of timidity may be- 
come contagious and that we will not believe in 
a present and a future of high incomes, high 
employment and lots of travel. One of the surest 
ways to blight the future is to fail now to make 
the capital investments so greatly needed. The 
designers, the producers and the passengers of 
this country know what they want. It’s up to 
the air and rail carriers to provide it.

How the Cabinet played with toys 


r toy circles Gilbert is regarded, even by some of his competitors 
as the Man Who Has Done the Most for the Industry. One of the 
organizers of the Toy Manufacturers of the U.S.A., the industry's 
principal trade association, he was elected its first president in 
1916. By a process of natural selection he was chosen in 1918 to 
head its war-service committee, which undertook a junket to Wash- 
ington to stem a wartime threat to curtail the industry’s business. 
He and the rest of the committee appeared at the Navy building 
loaded down with bulky packages of toys, including, of course, 
Erector. The group was shown into the office of the Secretary of 
the Navy, Josephus Daniels, for what the Council of National De- 
fense had planned as a half-hour audience.

He asked for 60%. He was given 70%. 

A sports columnist said recently of Gilbert that “he could easily 
have stepped right out of the pages of a Horatio Alger novel,” a 
not-too-original observation with which Gilbert is in strenuous pri- 
vate disagreement. “I had,” he says, “the happiest boyhood of any- 
body I ever knew. Nobody ever had so much fun, good clean fun, I 
mean. Or so many hobbies. I wasn’t a poor boyand I never paid my 
way through school, not entirely, that is. My father was a banker. 
Hewasn’t a big banker and he wasn’t alwaysa banker, but he helped 
put me through school. I worked because I wanted to work.” 


The columnist’s regard for Gilbert, however, was primarily of a - 


sporting nature. Gilbert is the only manufacturer of toys, or any- 
thing else for that matter, who ever won an Olympic Games title, 
held the world’s record for the pole vault and wrote an Encyclopae- 
dia Britannica article on that sport, He is thought by the best 
minds in the field to be the greatest living authority on pole vault- 
ing and is said to have revolutionized the technique of vaulting by 
the introduction of the bamboo pole and a painstaking study of the 
physics involved. He devised an apparatus for demonstration of 
the art that unquestionably helped his alma mater, Yale, to domi- 
nate pole vaulting for at least two decades. Moreover at one time or 
another in his youth, he won the Northwest amateur wrestling 
championships (at 125 and 135 pounds, respectively) and the 
somewhat esoteric title of world’s chinning champion (63 times), 

laced second in the intercollegiate gymnastics tournament at 

ale, played football for tiny Pacific University in Oregon and 
was captain of its track team, 


Medicine and magic

tended to practice medicine. He did think of 
‘oach and figured a medical degree to be an 


indispensable adjunct. 

Gilbert got his medical degree but meanwhile had become so 
enamored of magic that he neither practiced medicine nor followed 
hi nation to become a coach, ie went forthwith into the mag- 
ic business with a partner, whom he eventually bought out, and set 
himself up as the Mysto Manufacturing Company. feat hiv own 
peddling for quite a while, His first catalog was a small affair, the 
precursor of what the toy industry has since conceded to be the 
most potent job of promotion ever dreamed up by a toy manufac- 
turer. For several years Gilbert published a newspaper for boys. Its 
contents were largely the incidents of his own happy boyhood. He 
ran prize contests and gave away automobiles and Shetland ponies. 
He also created the Gilbert Engineering Institute for Boys, which 
was not an institute and taught no engineering, but sold a great 
many rector Sets. These achievements in publicity have since been 
succeeded by the more sophisticated Gilbert Hall of Science on 
New York’s Fifth Avenue. 

The idea for the Erector Set came to Gilbert one day in 1912 
while he was returning from New York on the New Haven railroad. 
He was just a nod short of the apathy that assails train riders when 
they have finished their newspapers. As he sat looking out the win- 
dow, his eye was fixed by the regularly spaced girders the road was 


putting up in the process of electrification. That night, burning- 


with a medium-hard gemlike flame and assisted by his wife, he cut 
out the first Erector in cardboard. He says the name just came to 
him. The Mysto Manufacturing Company almost tripled its busi- 
ness in the next 12 months. Three years later it was rechristened 
with its present name and promptly burgeoned into the impressive 
business it is today. 

Gilbert’s situation today is but a logical extension of his child- 
hood. He was born in Salem, Ore. on Feb. 15, 1884, the son of Frank 
and Anna Charlotte Hovenden Gilbert. Gilbert says he was a “frail” 
child whose family feared he would not “grow up” physically, a 
gross misjudgment in view of what happened. By the time he was

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15 he had run, wrestled, chinned, boxed, hurdled and jumped him- 
self into a vest-pocket edition of Charles Atlas. 

It was four years previous to this, when he was 11, that destiny 
had overtaken him in the form of a set of magic tricks he got as a 
premium from a boys’ magazine (years later the magazine bought 
Gilbert's tricks for premiums). Alfred became the boy wonder of 
the neighborhood. A professional magician, the late Hermann the 
Great, put on a one-night stand and called for volunteers from the 
audience. Alfred volunteered, Hermann astounded him by pullin, 
eggs from his mouth and coins from his ears, whereupon ’Alfred 
astounded Hermann by extracting some silver from his ears. “My 
boy,” the magician told him, “you will be a great success.” 

‘At Pacific University, a small Congregational school in Forest 
Grove, Ore., Gilbert was accounted a campus cut-up, being partial 
to such exploits as muffling the clapper of the chapel bell. These 
were relatively quiet years, however, except for. one incident. 
Someone beat him in a wrestling match. This rankled so that he 
forthwith traveled 3,000 miles eastward, enrolled in a physical- 
training class at Chautauqua, the great American educational catch- 
all, aad geraeael to Pacific to throw the man who had unaccount- 
ably beaten him. Before he left Pacific, Gilbert met Mary Thomp- 
son, the girl who was to become his wife. 

In 1904 he went off to Yale with assistance from his father and 
some money he had picked up working as a flagman on the North- 
ern Pacific and asa toiler in the wheat fields. “But at last the harvest 
was over,” hereminisced later in 
his boys’ newspaper. “My hands 
were calloused and my muscles 
were like iron. That’s the way 
to get strong, boys. And yet, 
with all my great strength, when 
I got to Yale, I said to myself, 
"You'll have to have something 
more than hard muscles to be a 
champion here.’ And I looked 
with wonder at the splendid 

hysiques of some of the ath- 
Tig saw....” Gilbert did all 
right. He broke the world’s rec- 
ord for the pole vault with a 12- 
foot, 73-inch leap at the Olym- 
pic games trials in Philadelphia 
in 1908 and triumphed the same 
year in London. Years later he 
was to become an important 
member of the American Olym- 
pic Games Committee. 
ALASKAN BEAR, 10ft.high,adorns Gilbert's attitude toward his 
Gilbert's Connecticut hunting lodge. business has always been strik- 
ingly similar to his feeling for 
sport. Sport was never just fun for him but almost, as he says, a 
way of life, and he made it pay him dividends over and above big 
muscles and a good digestion. “I learned something from each game 
I played,” he says, “and nobody forced me to. That's the way I 
always figured toys had to be.” 

Inrecent years Gilbert appears to have slowed down. He now rises 
as late as 6 a.m., jogs only a mile or so on the roads outside his New 
Haven home, works out with Indian clubs, punching bag, rowing ma- 
chine and weights in the basement, and gets to work at 7:30 a.m., 
punching a time clock like his employes, He is a noticeably informal 
individual, given to gabardine suits, rubber-soled shoes and pipes. 
He has a dangerous habit of pushing lighted pipes into a pocket 
when something is on his mind. ‘He spends more money having 
his clothes rewoven,” his son says, “than he does buying new ones.” 
Admittedly a forgetful man, Gilbert has been known to forget to 
have them rewoven. A high official of the Amateur Athletic Union, 
who sees Gilbert about once a year at national A.A.U. meetings, 
once said of him, “You know, nobody’d think he was worth a dime. 
I remember him turning up one time with a burn in his coat. I 
didn’t pay much attention to it at the time but there he was at the 
next convention—same coat, same burn.” 

‘At 62 Gilbert is almost bald. He has a pleasantly sharp face and 
looks much more likeasuccessful coach than a successful business- 
man. There is, as a matter of fact, a good deal of the coach in Gil- 
bert’s manner. The concept of teamwork is, he says, more or less 
ofa religion with him. “Sometimes you don’t know whether you're 
doing business with him,” an acquaintance has remarked, “or 
whether you're going out for your ‘Y’.” The A. C. Gilbert Company 
has no workers. It has, instead, a “team” or a “family” of 1,400 
“co-workers.” They are governed by what Gilbert calls his Creeds,

The Gilbert code even provides for birthdays. All co-workers re- 
ceive on their birthdays a card signed by Gilbert. If they have been 
with the company less than five years, a foreman delivers them. 
After that Gilbert himself does the job and shakes hands with the 
recipients. It is stipulated that after a quarter-century with the 
firm, a co-worker “shall on his birthday, in addition to the birth- 
day card, receive: a corsage if the co-worker is a woman; a bouton- 
niere if the co-worker is a man.” Almost half of the Gilbert “fam- 
ily” has worked for him anywhere from 10 to 30 years. “You've got 
to like people,” he has concluded. “You can’t not like people and 
get along with them.” He sometimes gives copies of How to Win 
Friends and Influence People to foremen he thinks do not like them 
sufficiently, Although there is a small C.I.0. unit in the factory it 
has not made much headway. Union organizers claim that Gilbert 
steps up his entertainment program whenever a picket heaves into 
sight, lulling the co-workers by making rabbits emerge from his hat 
on the stage of the company’s cheerful cafeteria-auditorium. It is 
also true, however, that he pays his employes higher wages than 


the average for the New Haven area. 


Paradise, Connecticut 


ILBERT goes in for rather more elaborate toys than he sells. 
table among them is a 600-acre game preserve and dairy 
farm in Hamden, seven miles outside New Haven. He calls it Para- 

ise and operates it at only a negligible loss. Paradise is stocked 

several thousand pheasants and gray mallard ducks, 100 
white tailed deer, 9 cows, 250 turkeys and about 1,000 chickens, 
Syndicates willing to pay the price for the privilege may shoot 
pheasant and duck in season. Gilbert shoots the deer himself and 
sells them to a New York City butcher. The trophy room in his rus- 
tic hunting lodge is crowded with the heads of some formidable 
animals Gilbert has killed in 20 years of big-game hunting in British 
Columbia and in Alaska. 

The Gilbert home in North Haven is a 15-room suburban Eliza- 
bethan affair in an exclusive residential section developed mostl 
by Gilbert. In addition to the basement gymnasium in which Gil- 
bert works out every morning, the house has a swimming pool and 
atrick nine-hole golf course with three greens and nine tees. Gilbert 
built the pool to teach his children, Alfred Jr., Charlotte and Lu- 
cretia, how to swim. The young Gilberts, all married, now live in 
homes of their own nearby. ‘lived Jr. works for his father who, 
according to a friend, was once mildly worried that his son might be- 
come an intellectual. The son did, indeed, become an engineer, but 
he set his father’s mind at rest by making the Yale swimming team.

B Editorials screeched that guests paid more for a 
day’s lodging at the Plaza than an office clerk 
made in a week. Headlines reported the vast sums 
“squandered” on furniture. But one Southern 
paper soothingly pointed out that ‘Though these 
rates seem enormous to themajority of people, the 
price paid in reality is not in excess of what it 
would cost to maintain a Fifth Avenue home.” 

Actually the Plaza has never been content to 
appeal to the merely wealthy nor the merely fa- 
mous. “Diamond Jim” Brady gorged himself there. 
“Betchamillion” Gates paid $42,000 a year for a suite on the third floor and 
the privilege of caning the elevator door when he found no elevator awaiting 
him, But these were not ty conservative Plaza guests. 

el , the Plaza has had to 
steer a careful course. When the Hilton Corporation took it over in 1943 
and decided to spend $3,500,000 in refurbishing it, a major problem was 
making improvements without disturbing the hotel’s traditional appearance. 
They thought a long time before bleaching the Oak Bar’s black paneling to 
brown, But it was accomplished so unobtrusively not a guest complained.

Top American artists produce decorative designs for household objects 


The artistic lamps shown on these pages, which 
were designed by five top U.S. sculptors, may be 
the beginning of a new art trend that will brigh 
en the way for many struggling artists. They will 
bring fine art into the homes of everyday people 
in much the same way the ancient Greeks and 
Egyptians did when they fashioned works of art 
in the form of useful houschold objects.

PRopuCER’S last great concern when he

The weapons of biological warfare are pestilence and famine. Their po- 
tency is unquestioned. Together they probably killed half of all the human 
beings born before the year 1900. As acts of war instead of accidents of 
nature, pestilence and famine might destroy a comparable fraction of the 
living generations of men, Since the use of such weapons is possible, it 

t also be reckoned as probable. 
he U.S, is well prepared to n the eventualities of biological warfare. 
Starting in the summer of 1942, the nation entered the field with a re- 
search campaign which ultimately engaged the efforts of 4,000 Army, Navy 
and civilian technicians and which ranks as the biggest research effort in 
the history of biology. Its purpose was primarily defensive. But to develop 
the techniques of defense it was necessary to explore the offensive poten- 
tialities of biological agents. The program embraced the whole range of

animals, plants or man, How many of these agents were harnessed for war 
remains a top military secret.

was able to reveal, “Only the rapid ending of the war prevented field trials 

in an active theater of synthetic agents which ould. without injury to 

human or animal life, affect the growing crops and make them useless.” 

Of even greater significance are the weapons blocked out for future re- 
search, They have been part of the condition of man from genesis. Con- 
verting them into weapons involves few unknown factors. What is chiefly 
needed is engineering. In the opinion of responsible officers sad luciecinsts 
had the Manhattan Project’s $2 billion been invested in biological warfare 
instead, several weapons could have been produced, any one of them as 
serious a threat as the atomic bomb. 

There is nothing secret about the character of bacteriological agents. 
In addition to the disease organisms themselves, they include the toxins 
which are manufactured by the organisms. These toxins are the active in- 
gredient in several diseases and are the most lethal poisons known. All 
together, the infectious diseases of man offer endless varieties of ways to 
make war. They can be used to kill outright, to cause death after lingering 
illness or merely to make people sick. By using a nonepidemic disease the 
impact of an attack can be Weealized or, by using a self-propagating epidemic 
disease, a raging pandemic touched off. 

The agents directed against plants and animals give war a new dimension. 
They bring agriculture as well as industry into the target area. For destruc- 
tion of farm animals, the weapon of choice would be epidemic disease, 
ideally one that is equally infectious to man. As for plants, they are prone 
to all the ills that flesh is heir to. Thus botanical agents include not only a 
selection of epidemic rust, virus and bacterial diseases, but a new series 
of synthetic hormones which afflict plants with a cancerlike derangement 
of their growth processes. It was one of these cancer-producing agents 
which, if the U.S. had found it necessary to use, would have given the 
Japanese rice farmer a cruel surprise. According to Merck, “Not until he 
had carried through the labors of cultivation would he find that the roots 
had grown sere and that the plant must wither away without yield.” 

No nation, however, can hope to monopolize such agents. Even more 
| than the atomic bomb, they equalize the power between great and small 
states. Their raw materials are everywhere at hand. Their manufacture and 
stock-piling call for more ingenuity than capital. Research might be carried 
on in any public-health laboratory under the camouflage of legitimate ac- 
tivities. A medium-sized distillery would be to biological warfare what the

Biological warfare is thus a game anyone can play. It is a menace that 
places a high premium on sanity and responsibility in world affairs. Yet 
public opinion is slow to recognize biological warfare for the prime hazard 
to civilization that it is. No Hiroshima has demonstrated its use. No Smyth 
report has established a broad basis for the guidance of policy and public un- 
derstanding. Outside of two cautiously worded handouts issued by the Army 
and Navy last January, little reliable information has reached the public. 
As a result there is as yet no body of responsible opinion on the subject of 
biological warfare. The formulation of such an opinion cannot get under 
way too soon. Even the meager information available in the public domain 
is sufficient to demonstrate that biological warfare is as good a reason as 

the atomic bomb for an indefinite postponement of World War III. 
When the U.S. first explored the new weapon, the coldest skeptics were 
military men. This was not for lack of proper respect for disease agents. Pesti- 
lence, as every professional soldier knows, has decided more campaigns 
than generals. On the plains of Thessaly epidemics killed nearly two fifths 
of Xerxes’ 800,000 troops. Plague and typhus slaughtered the Crusaders at 
the gates of Antioch and Jerusalem. Typhus, not Ferdinand and Isabella, 
liberated Granada from the Moors. Typhus and dysentery decimated Na- 
poleon’s Grand Army in Rus: Until World War II more soldiers died from 
Tae than from bullets. Because of the technical difficulties involved in 
the deliberate use of disease as a weapon, however, military men have al- 

ways regarded biological warfare as completely impracticable. 

it was by directive of President Roosevelt that the supersecret War Re- 
search Service was organized under cover of the Federal Security Agency. 
Essentially a coordinating committee, its prime function was to keep the 
possibility that biological warfare might be used against us in the mind of 
every responsible authority. Intelligence operations at home and abroad 
developed in new areas. Disease as well as high explosive was expect- 
ed when air photos revealed the first V-1 and V-2 launching installa- 
tions. When the FBI nabbed two submarine-loads of Nazi saboteurs, it 
feared that they were bent on biological mischief. In cities with open wat- 
er supplies, the Army Service Commands and State Guards instituted 
reservoir patrols, More stringent measures were taken in Hawaii and the Ca- 
nal Zone. Ice cream for military consumption was processed by men in uni- 
form only. Dairy workers were investigated for political as well as physi- 
cal taints, and food supplies were guarded at all concentration points. Mean- 
while the War Researth Service led got a modest research program going.

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FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE against natural and man-made epidemics 
public health system. Inspection of food (1) prevents spread of tuberculos 
\ulant fever, botulism, Water supply (2) is protected from cholera, typhoid 
id dysentery. Vermin controls (3) repress typhus, plague, malaria, yellow 
fever. Quarantine of ports (4) and airports (5) prevents import of disease 
from abroad. Only major gap in defenses is public gathering places (6) where 
people can circulate respiratory diseases and aerosols might distribute others. 


By November 1942 its first findings began to come in. They indi- 
cated that biological warfare was a far more serious matter than 
anyone had suspected. The research program was rushed into uni- 
form under command of the Army’s Chemical Warfare Service, 
now called the Chemical Corps. Its first move was to concentrate 
the entire project in a single vast establishment at Camp Detrick, 
near Barbara Fritchie's home town, Frederick, Md. This became 
and remains one of the biggest biological laboratories ever built, 
At Vigo, Ind. a subsidiary plant was set up for the development 
of larger-scale production methods and at Pascagoula, Miss. and 
Dugway, Utah, stations for field trials of biological munitions. The 
Navy also maintained a center of operations at the University of 
California in Berkeley, where Navy Medical Research Unit No, 1 
conducted an investigation into “a certain infectious disease . . . 
of which identity must still be withheld [but which is] centuries 
old and one of the greatest of killers.” 

Next to the Los Alamos atomic-bomb assembly shops, there was 
no place in wartime U.S. more dangerous to work at than Camp 
Detrick. Bacteriologists do not deal lightly with infectious micro- 
organisms under any circumstances. The more pathogenic species 
are usually confined to a few laboratories and, except in U.S. Pub- 
lic Health centers, never more than one or two species are handled 
at a time. At Camp Detrick the collection of disease germs was 
thorough. In the words of an Army press release: 

“Agents selected for exhaustive investigation were made 


virulent as possible, produced in specially selected culture media 


and under optimum conditions for growth, and tested for disease 
producing power on animals or plants. Intensive investigations 
were conducted . .. including studies of how well various organ- 
isms of high disease-producing power would retain their virulence 
and how long they would remain alive under different storage 
conditions; the numbers of organisms required to produce infection: 
the incubation period of various diseases; the effectiveness of 
certain chemicals (or coagents) when used with pathogenic agents 
or toxins in influencing their disease-producing powers. . . .”” 

The strictest controls and sanitation procedures had to be 
maintained not only to protect the workers inside Camp Detrick 
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but to prevent contamination of the soil, water and air of the 
surrounding countryside. So far as the countryside went, they 
worked perfect In fact Camp Detrick received an unsolicited 
testi inital from Frederick's municipal health officer. With no 
suspicion of the camp’s real function, he made a routine check on 
the bacterial count of its sewage at the point where it flowed into 
the city system. He was astonished to find that it was completely 
sterile. 

Inside the camp, however, the record was not perfect. Nearl 
220 workers suffered accidental exposure to siralent agents. Of 
these, 60 were infected, 7 of them with tularemia and 25 with 
anthrax. All recovered, however, and, since these diseases are not 
often contracted by human beings, their successful treatment 
added something to medical knowledge as well as to biological 
warfare. 

The names of anthrax and tularemia suggest that BW is not 
confined to the employment of organisms of conventional human 
diseases. It is, in fact, confronted with an embarrassment of 
riches when it comes to choosing its agents. The chief problem is 
how to distribute them on a target so that they will take full effect. 

Just what a problem this can be is illustrated in the case of 
botulinus toxin. This, the most lethal of all poisonous substances, 
has made the front pages three times during the past calendar 
year. Each time the story has been the same. At Camp Detrick 
botulinus toxin was isolated and crystallized in pure form. Tested 
on laboratory mice, it registered a potency of 30 million minimum 
lethal mouse doses per milligram. Translated into English weights 
and measures, this means that one ounce of botulinus toxin, suit- 
ably injected into the skin, has a potency theoretically sufficient 
to kill 900 billion mice. For purposes of popular enlightenment, 
someone calculated that 900 billion mice are somehow equivalent 
to 180 million human beings. In the headlines this wholly specu- 
lative estimate became a guarantee of sudden death for every man, 
woman and child in North America. Between the toxin’s laboratory 
and military potency, however, there is a wide gap. Militarily 
speaking, the task of lining up all the people in North America to 
receive, each one, his or her minimum lethal injection looks in- 
superably difficult. 

As a contribution to its use as a practical military weapon, the 
crystallization of botulinus toxin is of small significance. On the 
contrary, important chiefly because it will help in the produc- 
tion of a more effective immunizing toxoid. For military purposes 
the toxin is just as useful in the less concentrated form in which it 
is ordinarily taken into the human body, via home-canned string 
beans and overripe meat. 

At first glance bacteriological agents would seem to provide the 
ideal weapons of sabotage, since so little menaces so many. A bac- 
terial culture theoretically capable of annihilating the entire popu- 
lation of Brooklyn would make a far less bulky package than the 
subassemblies of an atomic bomb. Assuming that the saboteur 
could devise methods for using them, he could manufacture his 
weapons in the target city itself without arousing suspicion. In an 
underprivileged community he might be able to launch an epi- 
demic by infecting the local rats. With ingenuity he might even 
succeed in contaminating the water or milk supply of a modern 
city. Conceivably, a well-organized ring of saboteurs could mount 
a major offensive weeks before the enemy identified itself by for- 
mal hosti 

Such possibilities were thoroughly explored at Camp Detrick. 
Countermeasures were developed and circulated to all responsible 
civilian and military authorities. But sabotage of any kind is an 
unreliable weapon. Even without specific countermeasures, bio- 
logical sabotage would have to crack one of society’s most power- 
ful defenses—the public-health system, which limits the spread of 
epidemics through vermin, food and water.

Clouds of germs and toxins 


NE channel, however, still lies beyond the control of public 

health, This is the air itself. The present mobility of population 
makes airborne disease an increasingly alarming public-health 
problem. Railroad stations, air terminals, motion-picture theaters 
are among the new endemic centers of disease, through which 
pathogenic organisms are imported, exchanged and circulated 
throughout the nation and the world. As long ago as 1934 Wick- 
ham Steed, a British journalist, created a sensation with a story, 
allegedly supported by high-command documents, that German 
army technicians had been conducting experiments on the dis- 
semination of germs by air, using the London underground and 
the Paris Métro. Because Europe was officially at peace, so the re- 
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port went, they used harmless organisms, but otherwise their ex- 
iment was a complete dress rehearsal of biological sabotage, 
the 
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uch an undertaking might be perfectly feasible, but it i 
prospect of really big-scale dissemination by air that establishes 
the biological agents as weapons of mass destruction. 

Airborne disease is spread from person to person through the 
microscopic droplets of moisture that are expelled by sneezing, | 
coughing and even speaking. A demonstration of the approximate 
speed and distance of their travel is provided by the action of ex- 
haled cigaret smoke. Technically these cloudlets are called aero- 
sols. The mechanical production of an aerosol is simple. Atomizers 
produce them. So do DDT bombs. Generating aerosols on a largé 
scale is a new technique of the Chemical Warfare Service. At the

Europe and Asia Minor in 195 recorded epidemics from the time 
of the Prophet Samuel to the 18th Century. In the Black Deai 
decade of the 14th Century it killed no less than 25 million Eur 
peans, one fourth of the continent's total population. 

Plague takes two forms. As bubonic plague it is transmitted from 
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rodent to flea to man and causes a systemic infection, attended by 
swelling and ulceration of the lymph glands, especially in the 
groin, and a mortality of 60% to 90%. Transmitted from man to 
man as an airborne organism, Pasteurella pestis causes pneumonic 
plague, a galloping respiratory infection which is 100% fatal. 

‘Though epidemic plague is now almost unknown on the Euro- 

ean continent, it is still common in Eastern Asia and the Southern 
Hsnispliere: Recent research supports the hope that it may be 
stamped out. There is still no cure, but a vaccine and preventive 
dosage of sulfa drugs have proved moderately successful. Local 
outbreaks have actually been curtailed through use of DDT against 
fleas and 1080, a new poison, against rats. But pneumonic plague 
disseminated by, aerosol is independent of both rats and fleas. Euro- 
peans and Americans probably have a low resistance to it, since 
they have had no opportunity to develop immunity through expo- 
sure, 

The most advanced data on the spread and control of plague is 
pete locked up in the research files of Navy Medical Research 

init No. 1. The Navy's guarded description of the disease investi- 
gated hy NAMRU No. 1 fits plague better than any other. The hy- 
pothesis is supported by the location of the laboratory in California, 
where plague is known to be endemic in the wild rodent popula- 
tion. "The danger that the disease might spread to other parts of the 
country forbids experimentation with plague east of the Rockies. 

In addition to the development of protective measures against 
whatever it was dealing with, NAMRU No. 1 reported progress 
along offensive lines, including “new and highly specialized tech- 
niques for the growth and maintenance of highly infective cultures 
in great quantity, and for their ultimate dispersal in experimental 
mists.” 

Plague, however, is a double-edged weapon. It is doubtful that 
any nation would dare use it unless it had an absolute defense 
against it, lest an uncontrollable chain reaction overwhelm aggres- 
sor as well as victim. 

A less explosive and in some ways more promising airborne 
agent is anthrax. The anthrax organism attacks both animals and 
men and is extremely durable, Bacillus anthracis goes into a spore 
state, in which it is capable of surviving ordinary sterilization pro- 
cedures and hibernating indefinitely: Animals’ pick it up in pas- 
tures and contract an intestinal infection. Men contract it in the 
form of a skin infection through direct contact with infected meat” 
or hides, or as a respiratory infection, through inhalation of air- 
borne spores. The respiratory form is the more serious. It resem- 
bles a severe and intractable pneumonia. Clinical tests at Camp 
Detrick have established penicillin, however, as an effective treat- 
ment for anthrax. 


Aerosols are versatile 


N selecting its agents, biological warfare is not necessarily lim- 

ited to disease organisms that are airborne in nature. Possible 
alternatives include tularemia, an infection contracted from the 
handling of diseased game animals; brucellosis, or undulant fever, 
a cattle disease transmitted to man in milk; yellow fever, a mosqui- 
to-borne disease, and even typhus, which in nature is transmitted 
by lice and ticks. Every one of these diseases has been caught by 
bacteriologists without intermediary agents. Both Howard Taylor 
Ricketts and Stanislas von Prowazek, after whom the Rickettsia 
prowazeki of typhus is named, died of laboratory typhus infection. 
Of the seven casualties from tularemia at Camp Detrick, four were 
cases of pneumonic tularemia, an infection seldom observed out- 
side of the experimental laboratories. 

In all of these cases the medium for infection was an aerosol. 
Photographic studies at Camp Detrick showed that infected aerosol 
droplets are launched into the air by such routine procedures as 
shaking, pouring and pipeting culture solutions. In bacteriological 
warfare this same laboratory situation is reproduced out-of-doors 
on a grand scale. 

‘Theoretically an aerosol can be made to carry any disease organ- 
ism in the book. This is the major frontier of future BW research. 
Its most promising lines of exploration are the rickettsiae and vi- 
ruses. Certain strains of Rocky Mountain spotted fever, a native 
US. rickettsial infection, have a case fatality of 90%. Viruses, in 
addition to such familiar diseases as rabies, parrot fever, flu and 
yellow fever, also cause a number of new and insidious infections 
of the central nervous system, grouped under the heading of sleep- 
ing sickness. It is conceivable that one branch of BW research 
might devote itself to achieving the development of further new 
virus agents along this line. 

The agents of biological warfare designed for application to agri-

culture could cripple the economic life of a nation. A disease or- 
ganism like anthrax, which is equally dangerous to humans, would 
be the weapon of choice against cattle. Most nations, however, 
consume their cereals directly, without prior conversion in the 
stockpen, dairy or henhouse. In a biological war the knockout 
blow, therefore, would be aimed at field crops. This would create a 
dearth of feed as well as food and would starve both cattle and men, 

Like plague, the natural plant diseases used as military weapons 
can be a boomerang to the aggressor. An epidemic of wheat rust, 
once established in a region, would severely reduce the wheat har- 
vest for years after its military objective was accomplished. Virus 
rice disease and self-propagating potato blights might prove equally 
hard to eradicate, leaving the victor with the problem of feeding 


* not only himself but the vanquished as well. 


More decisive in their effect and limited in their aftereffect are 
the new, man-made botanical agents, the so-called “growth regula- 
tors.” They are synthetic plant hormones which derange the 
growth pro s of the plant. The result is that certain tissues in 
the plant lose their growth pattern, overthrow the precise balance 
that makes a plant an integrated organism and destroy the plant as 
a whole. Depending on the timing of the attack, whether early or 
late in the season, the effects can be accurately specified in ad- 
vance. Applied at the right time, the growth regulator can leave the 
growing crop apparently unharmed yet entirely destroy its capacity 
to bear fruit. Such agents are extraordinarily potent. Even in ex- 
treme dilution a few drops on a leaf will kill the whole plant. 

The weed-killer known as 2,4-D is a typical growth regulator. It 
is a specific for broadleaf plants and harmless grasses. As a weapon, 
however, it could be used to destroy alfalfa, clovers and soybeans 
—conversely, agents like iso-propyl-phenyl-carbamate attack grass- 
és but not broadleaf plants. In war they can be used against wheat 
and grain crops. 

These are two out of a thousand such chemicals assayed at Camp 
Detrick. Several more equally important compounds are due to 
emerge. It is the sober judgment of scientists in the field that 
“eventually any living plant process may be brought under control 
through critical use of some growth-regulating substance.” There 
are, for example, growth regulators which will set and develop 
various fruits without pollination or seeds. It is worth emphasizing, 
however, that these compounds are the product of fundamental re- 
search carried on long before World War II. Camp Detrick’s con- 
tribution in developing them as munitions has been to hasten 
their application in peace. z 

The biological warfare program has yielded developments of 
equal and even greater significance in human and veterinary med- 
icine. The veterinary achievements are clear-cut. Three positive 
vaccines have been produced against three major livestock diseases. 
Against human diseases, in addition to botulinus toxin and toxoid, 
BWresearch has brought important progress in knowledge and con. 
trol of the mechanics of airborne disease and in the use of the new 
antibiotics, streptomycin and streptothricin. 

It is not surprising that so much immediate good should flow 
from research into the destructive possibilities of the biological 
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sciences. In biology there is an antitoxin for every toxin, an anti 
body for every virus. Thus, like all scientific knowledge, bacteri 
ology is of itself neither good nor evil. The atomic bomb does no 
make nuclear physics evil, and the practice of medicine does no’ 
make the science of biology good. The burden of morality is upor 
man, who determines their use. 

The future of all science is involved in this equation of good an¢ 
evil. The life and breath of science is freedom. Its progress depends 
especially upon the scientist's freedom to communicate his knowl 
edge to others. Until World War II science belonged to the peoples 
of the world. Scientists were members of a true world society. But 
today that society is split into national states, and the frontiers of 
public domain have been staked out in the name of military secrecy 

The biologists of Camp Detrick have less cause for complaint 
than their colleagues at Los Alamos. They are satisfied that the 
War Department is meeting its obligations to the public by releas. 
ing the constructive findings incidental to research in biological 
warfare. But they dread the future. 

A biological armament race could bring progress in medicine ani 
biology to a dead halt, The mere threat of one would cripple ad 
vances along certain lines, Cancer research, for example, mighi 
conceivably develop growth regulators with as much potency fos 
human tissues as 2,4-D for plants. Under the threat of another 
war almost any scientific discovery could be a threat to national se 
curity. Physicians and biologists would be morally obliged to clea 
their publications through military censorship or, like the nuclea 
physicists in 1939, to set up their own system of security. And ii 
secrecy science suffocates. 

How to bring the development and production of biologiea 
weapons under international control is already on the agenda of th: 
United Nations commission on atomic energy. Under the U.N. As 
sembly resolution, the commission is charged with responsibi 
for“‘othermajor weapons adaptable to weapons of mass destructio) 
In the case of atomic bombs and toxins the nuclear physicists hi 
been able to project a technologically feasible system of in 
and control, But technicians in the biological field have little ty 
offer. Biological warfare has no hooks on which to hang a Baruc| 
plan. The production of atomic weapons involves a massive ne\ 
technology and a vast industrial system of its own. It is possibld 
now, before the plants are built, to set up an inspection system tha 
might work, The biological weapons pose an entirely differer 
problem. Almost any biological laboratory, any brewery, distiller 
or organic chemical plant can be used to produce biological weapon] 
with the installation of relatively unobtrusive safety equipment 
Many of the processes and even the products of research and prq 
duction are identical with those of peaceful operations. A iclog 
ical arsenal could be tucked away in the industrial section of a cit] 
without arousing suspicions. Short of installing a huge and far 
tastically complex international inspection system, which woul 
almost surel) fail there is no conceivable method of control, 

Realistically there are no bypaths to the issue of biological wat 
fare. The way to control biological warfare is to prevent war itsel 
“There might be some debate as to what weapons will be used jj 
the next war,” says one biologist, “but there is no question abo 
the one after that. They will be stones and spears.”
